This Internat ional s ty le residence i s 2 -s tor ies high and faced in common bond 
brick painted white and accented by metal casement windows underlined by br ick 
s t re tcher s i l l s . 

The asymmetrically-placed entrance i s offset by a mid-story, rectangular window 
with 11 rows of 6 glass blocks. 

Two brick steps lead to the recessed entrance. The doorway i s enframed by a 
wide metal architrave painted black with the address wri t ten in sc r ip t above 
the entry . Above th i s i s a small, rectangular porch l i g h t . The end bays each 
carry b i p a r t i t e small casement windows with 1/1 l i g h t s . These windows are accent­
ed by brick s i l l s . 

Above these windows< on the 2nd f loor- are double casement windows flanked by' 
s ide l igh ts ; a l l have 3 v e r t i c a l l i g h t s . This group i s mounted by s ix horizontal 
glass panes and underlined by brick s t re tcher s i l l s . 

Two s t r ing courses of brick headers above the 2nd floor windows accentuate the f l a t 
roof.
